Spirited Bidding For Lead and Zinc Ores—David
Clark Uncovers a Body of Carbonate—
Dividends From Fluor Spar—
Paducah Happenings.

LAST WEEK’S SPLENDID RECORD !

The past week has been rather |
eventfol in & mining way,

The year's work was rounded up
by the stookholders of the Ken.
tacky Fluor Spar company, and a
gonerous dividend declared and |
paid. The anoual meeting was
held on Wednesday, and all of the
onpital stosk was repredented.
There wers present MrThomas D,
Jones, of Chioago, representiog
about one half of the stook, and
Mesers. Maxwell, Bloe, Nann and
Watkine, of Marion, owning the
balance. Some transfers of the
stook were made a few weeks ago,
the price paid being $135 per
share, or $30 premium

It was anticipated that a 35 per
oent. dividend would be deolared
on this, the first year of the exist-
ence of the oonsolidated compa.
nies. It was stated that but ten
per cont. was declared, owing to
the sddition daring the year of a
very complete separating plant at
the company's, works in Marion,
whioh probably ocost very nearly
the difference. The ocompany's
many mines are well provided with
maohinery and everything points
to a still greater saoccess for the
susuing year.

Oun the same day the first annn
al meeting of the Columbia Min-
ing company was held in this city.
Messrs Porter, Johnson sad Hud.
son, of Paris, Teun.; Mr, Overby,
of Padaocah; Mr. Harry Wutkine,
of Marion, and one or two Norib.
ern holders of stock participated
in the meeting. A visit was made
to the Columbin wine, where the
large separating plant is being
oonstructed. The probabilities
are that this mill will be in sotive
operation within the nevt 40
days.

The highest price reported paid
for zino ore in the Joplia district
Iast week was $40 per ton, and the
assay basis ranged from $35 to
$37.50 per ton, sccording to the
quality of the ore, A year ago the
highest price was $35 per ton
Some little competition was ush-
ered into the lead market, and »
few lots sold at a special prioce;
lead sold generally at $54 per ton,
but there were a few instances
where a higher prioce was paid, an-
other buyer baving dropped into
the market who took several lots
at an advance, A year ago the
price of lead was $45 a ton,

The total zino sales, 4491 tons
was perhaps about the equelof the
output, though some of the buyeis
are of the opinion that the reserve
is u little higher than a week ago.
If there is any unsold ore in the
distriot it is hard to find.

The distriot value of the outpaut
during the past week was $103.
201,
